Meatless Days, High 
Price Seen for 1948 

WASHINGTON, Aur. 22 (/P)— Unless, good rains break 
the midweatern heat wave quickly, American houaewiveB 
may oa well resign themaelvea to some meatless menus next 
summer — and possibly much higher prices for what meat 
they do get. 

A special agriculture department report yesterday showed 
that bad crop weather has cut corn production prospects to 
the lowest level since the severe drought year of 19,36. And 
this year's corn crop will largely determine the size of the 
nation's meat supply in 1948. A smaller meat supply would 
hit consumers hardest in the' 
summer since that is the sea- 
son when livestock market- 
ings normally drop to their 
lowest level. 

The deparUnent said the heat 
wove, which ban gripped the mld- 
westcrn com belt since late July, 
had cut corn prospects from 3,770.- 
000.000 on July IS to 2.437.000,000 
bushels by Aug. 16— a declbie o5 
333.000.000 bushels. 

The latest estimate did not take 
Into account damage which may 
have been caused *by the hot 
weather since mid-August, or 
the possibility that the crop may 
be of poor feeding ond keeping 
quality. Much of It lute due to a cooU 
wet plsntlng season, the crop will 
bo subject to frost before It has 
fully matured and dried. 

The government's original com 
goal was 3.000/100.000 bushels. And 
offictals have said that around 
XW),0OO,OD0 busheU would bo needed 
to mabitatn meat production near 
tha prtt•e«t^JUgh level ot Uft poimda 
a year ptf capita. The crop last 
year let a record of 3^87,000,000, 
The aVeraje for the last 10 years 
was a,«90,000,000. 

A crop of the of the size indicated' 
would cut meat production possibly 
IS to 30 pounds a year per person.

Community apprenticeship stand- 
ards for this area, were approved 
by the commltt4e on Aug. 33, im. 
as part of,a nationwide program to 
reduce the ahortage qf skilled work- 
ers In critical trades such as housing 
and related endeavors. 

BUndarda Set 

The apprenticeship sUndards 
were formulated to encourage 
careful selection of young men co 
Ing Into the trade with respect 
health, physical fitness, aptitudes 
and personal characteristics; to 
provide approved apprentice train- 
ing, to relate supply of skilled work- 
ers to demand for them, to provide 
proficient workmen to employers, 
and to give the public the best po.v 
slble service with respect to safely 
practices and skilled craftsmanship. 

Apprentice applicants must be at 
least IT years of age and must have 
completed sufficient schooling to 
meet the requirements of the trade 
selected. Other requirements are 
good health, high Intelligence, sound 
physique, and good moral character. 
Local finpervUlon 

Mayor Lauterhach pointed out 
thai the apprenticeship plan will be 
administered locally with supervisory 
assistance from the federal govem- 
ment. Idaho Is one of the few states 
that does not provide for apprentice 
training through state legislation. 

Under the proposed plan, appren- 
tices In various trades would re- 
ceive hourly pay whllo working for 
employers and also would receive 
schooling partially financed by the 
federal goveriunent.

"Union Shop" Changed 

Union shop— Employers can make 
new union shop agreements, but 
only when a majority of the em- 
ployes vote their approval. Even 
then, there are strict new rules UiaC 
unions miut follow under auch a 
contract. (In a union shop, non- 
union men can be hired but after- 
wards they must Join the union.) 

Mediation— The U. 8. Conciliation 
service la divorced from the labor 
department and becomes a new In- 
dependent agency, called the federal 
mediation and conciliation service. 

Supervliors— May no longer have 
any legal righta under the labor law, 
and employers have no, legal duty 
to bargain with them.

GAME LAW VIOLATORS 

County Atty. Everett M. Sweeley has asked 
for maximum penalties In all coses Involving 
the killing of aagehens. He haa requested 
that the presj give full publicity to every 
conviction so the public will know "who the 
individuals are who are wrecking this part 
of the conservation program." 

The occasion for his statement was the 
recent arrest of eight persons charged with 
killing from three to nine sagehens apleoe. In 
this area which was formerly a paradise for 
sagehens the season has been closed for years 
In the hope that these birds would not be 
kUIed off entirely. 

The average sportsman has been In sym- 
pathy with this move. But just as could be 
expected a certain percentage of. those who 
call themselves sportsmen cannot resist their 
unyielding desire for slaughter. 

The Times-News commends the county 
attorney for his stand and sUnda ready to 
co-operate with him at all times In all at- 
tempts to force respect for our game laws. 

About the same time that Mr. Sweeley 
was taking his stand against those who are 
shooting sagehens Illegally, three Burley men 
ware found In possession of 101 trout, and a 
Ooodlng man was caught with five salmon. 

Surely, If there Is any state In the union 
blessed with good hunting and fishing, It's 
Idaho. Here Is the last place In the country 
where there should be any excuse for poor 
Bportsmanshlp. We hope that every law en- 
forcement official In Magic Valley wlU do his 
utmost to round up every last one of those 
Who take It upon themselves as a special 
privilege to violate our game laws. 

No matter who they are, round 'em up and 
give 'em the worksl 

MISREPRESENTED POTATOES 
Althoajh It has been known for years that 
Idaho potatoes are misrepresented and sold 
to a disadvantage on the major markets, 
nothing definite has been done to put an end 
to such practice. 

Idaho's potatoes are properly graded ac' 
cording to goverimient standards before they 
leave the atate, but onct they get Into the 
hands of unscrupulous outside jobbers It's 
a different story. 

ITie most - common misrepresentation of 
Idaho potatoes Is to resack and mix them 
with Inferior grades and to sell these sub- 
standard mixtures as No, 1 Idaho potatoes. 

Natives of Idaho, while visiting In other 
states, particularly In the middle west, are 
amazed at what they see displayed and sold 
I as Idaho potatoes. 

We hear of repeated attempts to h»ve all 
' Idaho potatoes sealed In fool-proof bags so 
' consumers In terminal markets may be edu- 
cated to accept only the genuine product. At 
a meeting of the Idaho potato coordinating 
committee to be held at Burley soon this wilt 
be one of the principal topics up for dls 
cusslon. 

To our way of thinking, the slate advertis- 
ing commission has been doing an excellent 
Job of promoting the sals of Idaho potatoes. 
But much of such promotion falls of Its pur- 
pose If It results In tha sale of potatoes 
which are not up to standard. Wn believe 
the commission itself should Insist upon some 
effective method of oenllng and properly 
Identifying all Idaho potatoes going Into the 
open market.

TIME FOR A CRACKDOWN 
From time to llmo In the post year and a 
half. President Truman has urged Industry, 
business and agriculture to put the brakes on 
rising prices, for tholr own siiken an well an 
the country's. He has cited obvious dangors 
and warned of Inevitable results. But hln 
pleas have largely gonn unheeded. 

Th^re have been Nowburyport plans and 
buyers' resistance, but they have not accom 
pushed much. Retnllorji and consumers, with 
tha beat of Intentions, could not hold down 
prices without the help of wtioleaalera and 
producers. 

Now Attorney Oenoral Olark has told the 
anti-trust division of the Justice department 
to see If conspiracies are at the root of rising 
prices In food, clothing and housing, and to 
crack down If they are. This seems to us n 
necessary action—too long delayed, porhapti, 
but welcome nevertheless, 

With the price problem an complex as It 
Is, It la too much to expect that these con- 
spiracy Investlgutlnnn will turn up a com- 
plete answer. But It will be surprising If the 
drive does not uncover a good many Instances 
of collusive prlce-flxtiig, Them in too much 
auspicious evidence to let one believe that 
the search will be fruitless.

PRICES— WaahlrRlon. redecUng the mood of the 
country, especially housewives, Is stlned up over high 
prlcM. BeTeral serious fact-finding Investigations— 
r Uie night club exposure typ«— are trying to 
Ilnd a solution, Including Taft'l ooncresslonal com- 
mittee on the economic report, whkl^wlll hold hear- 
ings In a score ol cities. 
It la whispered that a new round of price rises 
on the way, not only the result of a Jump In tt«e1 
but also a coming boost In the price of loodstuffa 
and petroleum products,. Blnce June, IMS the cost of 
living has Increased 1S.7 per cent, breaking all records. 

The average wage is at an all-time high, MM. 
_ot, as EmU Rteve, president ol tha Textile Workera 
union of America, said to me this week "What Is the 
ol having a basketful of money if it only buys 
a loal of bread?" 

PLANB— All the bigwigs hero In govenunent. agri- 
culture, business and labor are bewailing the situation. 
Each pays Up service to a dealre (or lower prices- 
provided the cut doesn't touch hli pet Held. 

Farm Income this year will be 30 billion dollara. soar- 
ing from a depression low of five billion. But Hoods 
and bad weatlier Imve hit the com crop and the 
speculative price hn.-! Jumped. Exporting foodstuffs 
at the rate ol two and a half billion dollars A year 
also pushes up prices. 

Some ol the experts In the department of agriculture 
appear to tllte It that way. They are promoting new 
plans for pegging prices against a depression and lor 
reducing acreage. But farmers can get around acreage 
reduction by using richer fertilizer without decreasing 
production. 

TUOOINO- Spokesmen for national retailers com- 
plain that reports Indicate prices of fabrica will be 
higher in the spring. Woolen mill profile hi IBM were 
three times the IW level. Managements have not 
Increased wages since February but prices In some 
cases have been boosted 33.6 per cent. 

Yet retailers themselves often encourage a high 
level In manulacturers' prices. When reUll buyers 
meet manufacturers they Insist on a guarantee that 
prices shall not drop within, say, six months. Alter 
s have put a price tag on Christmas merchandise, 
they do not want competlLora to gtt a cheaper price 
from manulscturers. thus causing a decline In their 
Inventory values. 

Even the official U. 8. commercial corporation, 
which Imports from Germany and Japan, guaranteed 
hi many deals the Inventory protection which retailers 
demanded. 

Powerful forces are tugghig at our economy from 
many angles. Certain radio and shoe factories, instead 
of reducing prices, have shut down to maintain prices. 
Production of refrigerators Is up 44 per cent but the 
rcUll price also Is up 30 per cent 

The price boost In iteel may add 55 million dollars 
to earnings. But businessmen warn that a 10 per 
cent drop In production would soon wipe out the 
prollld. With rising prices on machinery, depreciation 
goes up, too, EO that profits are not what they seem. 

CONTROLS— The CIO Is demanding government 
controls on prices and profits. One of Its vice presl. 
dents was asked if hs would also favor contn>l8 on 
wages. He replied, "Oh. no," 

Of course, there Is moro than one side to'a tariff 
■ItuaUon. But when It was proposed to let In Swiss 
wstchea tu push down the price ol time pieces, the 
watchmakers' union vloIenUy protested, as did the 
Brotherhood of Operating Potters on a threatened 
cut In the tariff on pottery. 

Regardless ol the OIO campaign lo restore rationing, 
It Is doubtful that a niw OPA wilt be set up. Too 
many people dislike regimentation. The President 
may have the executive power but not the funds for 
enforcement. Top bureaucrats Ilka Bowles and Wyatt 
are embittered and would not resume thslr old posts. 
The trained OPA personnel Is scattered In private 
employment and would not return to a short dura, 
tlon Jot). 

BEBIEOED— Chairman Jeue Wolcott of the house 
banking committee Is dead set ugahist restoring 
Iroli. "It would slow up production and ws must have 
production to lick Inflation. I bellive we have reached 
the peak of Inflation and that a general price decUn* 
la coming." 

As this Is a political year, agitation by politicians 
regarding the cost of living may produce more heat 
than light. But the pinch will ulve Impetus to the 
OOP program to slash taxr.i, us all lormi of taxes take 
one quarter of the national Income. It supply doee 
not approach the level ol drmand before January, 
congress will be bealeged with requests to Interfere 
In the Held ol economics.
